The smirking comedian strode forward on the stage toward the cameras and the cheering audience, amid the familiar score from the progressive jazz band to his left. 
He rubbed his hands together and shifting side-to-side, asked the crowd if they can name the world’s largest trade union. 

“It's NALNTSH,” he replied quickly. “The National Affiliation for Late Night Talk Show Hosts—they are thousands of them nation-wide!” 
While Jay Leno exaggerated a bit, “The Tonight Show” host’s lead-off joke of Sept. 7 acknowledged one fact: The much bally-hooed and crowded “Late Night Talk Show Wars” 


had begun. 


Now Leno was faced with ratings competition from more than former NBC mate David Letterman’s “The Late Show.” which CBS kicked off a week earlier. “The Chevy Chase 


Show” debuted Sept. 7 on the Fox network in an over-lapping time slot with the Carson heir. The veteran “

The three other shows might chip away at “The Tonight Show’s” late evening dominance, if they are good enough to grasp on to the viewers. “The Late Night Talk Show War's” 
first week indicated that the chipping may have started in earnest. 


‘The Late Show with David Letterman” 
(11:35 p.m., CBS) 


While giving a backstage tour of his new show's studio, Letterman points out 
a button marked “Low Suction.” 

“This button guarantees,” he tells the viewers, “that this show will suck less 
than any other late night show.” 

So far, the button seems to be working tremendously. Letterman is still as 
wacky and hilariously unpredictable as ever. He is showing that his move to the 
earlier ume slot — and into direct competition with Leno — pose little problem. 

Letterman treats the viewers to a seemingly endless cavalcade of laughs and 
entertainment. His “Top Ten List” and great guest lineups (including Vice 
President Al Gore, no less) tuned viewers in, then he added some spice to keep 
them there 

Letterman's Week One extra-curricular activities ranged from funny remote 
camera interviews with average people, to members of the New Y ork Giants field 
goal team kicking footballs into the crowd. 

“Only 20 minutes into the show and we’ ve already scored,” Letterman said. 

Letterman's magic is definitely a success in the Sacramento area. Officials at 
local CBS affiliate Channel 10 KXTV claimed they took a 16 share (percentage 
of all area televisions turned on at that time) for the week, compared to only a 12 
share for Leno 

Letterman is winning-over many late night audiences from Sacramento State 
as well. 

“(Letterman) is just wild and dynamic,” said Thomas Dekker, a management 
information system major. “He doesn't seem to have many boundaries.” 


The Tonight Show (11:05 p.m., NBC) 


Aside from a hi-tech opening, the producers of “The Tonight Show” changed 
little about the show for the late night wars. 

Leno 1s the most enjoyable stand-up comedian of the four hosts and he makes 
g00d. use of his talent, Leno's opening monologue is by.far she longest and 
funniest, making light of today’s personas and current events Wednesday, Leno 
scoffed at a claim by health officials that kids are eating too much fast food. 

“Now, whose fault is that?” Leno asked. “We tell these kids that they can grow 
up lo be president and then we get mad when they eat like one.” 

Leno's celebrity list is still as impressive as ever, including visits during the 
week from actor Dennis Hopper, musicians Pat Benatar and Kenny Loggins and 
baseball superstar Barry Bonds. The host normally interacts well with his guests 
during the interviews. 

Leno's weakness is he relies on the same basic format for almost every show 
Following some comedy, he interviews the headline guest. Another guest or a 
comedian is next and then a nightly musical act.

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Papa’s Culture delivers 
a funky good time

The show bill said 9:30 p.m., but the 
Guild Theatre's auditorium remained 
nearly empty unui! 10:45 p.m on Aug. 
20. When “Sacramento's own” Papa’s 
Culture finally did take the stage, doz- 
ens of fans dissipated their crowds 
which had grown on the sidewalks 
Outside, and gravitated towards the 
small stage inside. As the music was 
Pumped out and the members on stage 
jammed, the normally hip and stoic 
youths, who only moments ago were 
coolly smoking cigarettes, chatting up 
current affairs, and sipping on their 
bottled mineral waters, were now in- 
clined to let their hips sway, arms fly 
and butts bounce 

Behind the band, on the movie .creen 
behind them, The Guild’s mo. ie pro- 
jector, which normally shows classics, 
iS running a loop of odd trailers, car- 
toons and obscure movies. Imagine, 
for eight bucks, you geta live band plus 
The Seven-Ups, Fantastic Planet and 
Tom and Jerry. 

Opening with “Bus”, “Papa” Blake 
Davis on vocals and guitar and Harley 
White on bass, Papa's Culture set out to 
deliver a funky good time. Backed by 
their outstanding back-up band, Clive 
Sutliffon wumpetand keys, Jim Bogios 
on drums, Sharon Hirata on saxaphone, 
and Exinn Anova on backing vocals 
Papa’s Culture succeeded in raising 
everyone in the audience to their feet 
They followed through with “The 
Power of Soul”, their tribute, accord 
ing to White, to Motown, Stevie Won 
der, and Sly and the Family Stone 
While these numbers, along with 
“Swim” brought down the house. the 
more sensual “(Who is) Mack Daddy 
Love?” had the audience hynotzed by 


Anova’s smooth and rich stylings. 

It must be understood that Papa's 
Culture is—so far—above else, a live 
band. Though they released an album, 
Papa's Culture, but... on Elektra last 
spring, their infectious blend of reggae, 
jazz, hip-hop, funk and rock is best 
captured on stage. There, the tempo is 
hyperkinetic, uninhabited, and down- 
nght groovy. The CD by comparison, 
1S Surprisingly sedate. 

The inconsistencies are a result of 
the backwards route Papa's Culture 
has taken towards success. White, a 
graduate of Kennedy High School, met 
up with Davis, a Santa Monica native, 
while the two were attending college in 
the Bay Area. After discovering their 
mutual passion for music, the two re- 
corded a demo tape which they shopped 
around before being signed to Elektra. 
From there, the duo were joined by 
their current band, recorded the album 
and then decided to play live. 

“We got on stage, and realized what 
[Papa’s Culture] is all about,” says 
White. “The band is more hyper.” 

“A lot of people like the live band 
better. Its more immediate and in your 
face,” adds Blake, emphasizing along 
with White that he likes the CD, but 
that “[while] we're still going to be 
eclectic on the next CD...we’ll have to 
{also} focus on how the band operates 
live.” 

As for the moderate fame and acco- 
lades the band has enjoyed, (Rolling 
Stone profiled them in their New Faces 
secuon), the members insist success 
hasnt spoiled them yet. “You're today's 
news and tomorrow's birdcage lining” 
muses White philosophically. 

Papa's Culture will be going back 
into the studio this winter to record a 
new CD, and will tour in October,

Seeing through aliberal press’ prism 


Thomas Carlyle, a 19th century 
Scotush historian, once remarked, 
“Burke said there were three Estates in 
Parliament: but in the reponers’ gal- 
lery yonder, there sat a fourth Estate 
more important than them all” That 
Observauon nngs as true now as it did 
then; however, in contrast to the mod 
ern day, the 19th century press didn’t 
pretend to be objective, nor did the 
nouon of faimess, so dear to the mod- 
erp journalist, interfere with reporting 
In those days, newspapers made no 
bones about having political agendas, 
and would openly slant the news to 
reflect their viewpoint 

Sadly, the glory days of honesty, 
when political agendas were trumpeted, 
not camoutlaged, have long since gone 
They have been replaced by the mod- 
em journalistic practices of objectiv- 
ity, balance, and fairness. But to as 
sume that these ideals have eliminated 
bias in the press is naive at best, and 
dangerous at worst. 

Numerous studies conducted over 
the last decade indicate a rather striking 
trend of bias in coverage. Take, for 
example, the coverage surrounding one 
of our nation’s most politically charged 
debates, abortion. Over the last few 
years, three independent studies have 
demonstrated a significant pro-choice 
bias in abortion coverage 

In 1989, the conservative Media 
Research Center studied the labels used 
to describe the two sides of the abortion 
debate. We have come to be familia 
with these two sides through the posi- 
uve labels they use to identify them- 
selves and the negative labels they use 
to idenufy each other. To describe thei 
views, aboruon supporters prefer la- 
bels such as “pro-choice” or “abortion 
nghts,” and like to fix such negative 
labels as “anti-choice” on their Oppo- 
nents. Likewise, aboruon opponents 
prefer to describe themselves as “pro- 
life” or “night to life” and use negauve 
labels like “pro-abortion” to describe

thew foe. The study found that report- 
ers used positive labels 1n 97 percent of 
all descnipuons of aboruon supporters 
but only 21 percent of desenptions of 
abortion opponents 

This study was confirmed by the 
nonpartisan Center for Media and Pub 
he Affairs in 1989, and the following 
year by David Shaw of the Los Ange/. 
Jimes. Shaw conducted a comprehen 
sive study over a penod of 18 months 
and confirmed that “the press often 
favors aboruon rights in its coverage ' 

Furtherevidence of bias can be found 
in coverage of the 1992 presidential 
elecuon campaign. Ted J. Smith [I], an 
associate professor of journalism at 
Vuginia Commonwealth University 
and author of a report from which the 
Stausucs in this column were obtained, 
wnites, “Every systematic study re- 
ported to date has found that journalists 
were far more critical of Bush and the 
Republicans than of Clinton and the 
Democrats.” 

Among the evidence that Smith cites 
isasurvey of 250 journalists conducted in 
October 1992 that finds 55 percent of ail 
respondents felt Bush's candidacy had 
been damaged by the press. while only 3 
percent thought it had been helped. Con- 
versely, 36 percent believed Clinton's 
candidacy had been helped by the press 
compared to only 1] percent who thought 
he had been hurt. 

One more example of bias during the 
presidenual campaign can be found 
nestled amongst the pages of our very 
own State Homet. During the campaign 
both the Young Democrats and the Col- 
lege Republicans sponsored rallies that 
featured prominent speakers and were 
well attended.

Whelining liberal slant. The queston 
is, given the journalisuc belief in objec- 
uvity, why this slant to the lett? 

Ihe answer can be found in studies 
regarding the poliucal attitudes of your 
Nalisis themselves. A 98S survey ot 
2.703 reporters found that 55 percent 
described their views as liberal, while 
only 17 percent described themselves 
as conservalive. In a 1988 survey of 
1,200 reporters, 62 percent labeled 
themselves as “Democrat or liberal,” 
compared to just 22 percent who la- 
beled themselves as “Republican or 
conservative.” Additional studies have 
shown that in every presidential elec- 
von since 1964, the highest level of 
support recorded for a Republican can 
didate was a paltry 26 percent (for 
Reagan in 1984) 

Thus, the bias in journalism today 1s 
aresultof the over abundance of liberal 
journalists. However, contrary to what 
some may claim, journalists are not 
purposefully distorting the news; rather, 
their value system, beliefs and subse- 
quent atutudes act like a prism, letting 
hght through, but filtering and skewing 
it. As Simith asserts, bias in the press 
“reilects the unconscious assumpuons 
of the writes 
things as the kind of adjectives he em 
ploys, the kind of 
the kind of organizavons he considers 


This emerges in such 
experts’ he quotes 


authontative and the kind of issues he 
thinks important.” 

This unconscious skewing of the 
news would not be a problem if there 
were enouch conservative atutudes in 
journalism tO act as a balance. but 
given the conspicuous absence of con- 
servalive journalists, no such balance 
can be achieved. Itas up to the indi- 
vidual, then, to critically evaluate what 
he or she reads, taking into account the 
unchecked bias that has firmly en- 
trenched itself in the “fourth estate.” 
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Tying the hands of LA prosecutors, justice 


Conservative federal coun Judge 
lohn G. Davies added insult to injury 
and ultimately tied the hands of federal 
lawyers who were prosecuting two Los 
Angeles police officers this summer 
tor the widely publicized brutalization 
of Rodney King. Davies seemingly 
pandered to the officers in the name of 
“justice” (as his title implies). It was a 
sure bet that Lawrence Powell and 
Stacey Koon would receive light sen- 
tences after witnessing the way Davies 
foiled the prosecutor's atternpts 

The jury found Koon and Powell 
guilty of violating King’s civil rights 
— tnivial though the sentences were — 
in their second federal tial which rode 
on the coattails of Los Angeles’ most 
violent mots since the 1° jut the 
possible double jeopardy of rewying 
the officers wasn't the great injusuce of 
the second wial, as many sympathizers, 
including Davies, contended. Drug traf- 
fickers are routinely dragged through 
the coals of both state and federal tnals 
in the hopes of getting stiffer sentences 
This sort of double jeepardy isn’t un- 
usual 

It was a result of 
Davies imposed on the prosecutors that 
the two renegade cops glided out of 
court with smiling mugs to serve a soft 
two-and-one-half year sentence — one 
quarter the ume prosecutors had sought 

Ronald Reagan's federal court ap- 
pointee must not have seen how incon- 
sistently he handled the case when he 
Shamelessly gave the police more jus 
uce than anyone would normally ex 
pect in court. His actions disallowed 
the prosecutors to prove what he re- 
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quired them to prove, effectively shield- 
ing the police trom normal procedure 

At the beginning of the wia!, Davies 
said that prosecuting US attorney 
Steven Clymer had the “high and 
heavy” burden of proving that Powell 
and Koon’s misdeed was racially mo- 
uvated, thus infringing on King’s civil 
nghts. But he repeatedly dismissed the 
prosecutor's attempts to show the ra- 
cial slurs and disciplinary records of 
the two, saying that the evidence was 
“inflammatory.” 

Davies found it improper that 
Clymer attempted to show the jury that 
Powell had been reprmanded just five 
months earlier for what the 
department's own intemal invesuga 
von called “senous misconduct” when 
Powell repeatedly suck handcuffed 
Danny Ramos with a flashlight. Curi 
ously, Koon was his supervisor at the 
time. 

Davies also disallowed use of a 
computer transmission made by Powell 
earlier the evening King was brutal- 
ized. In it Powell likened a domestic 
dispute between an African Amencan 
couple as being “nght out of ‘Gorillas 
in the Mist.” 

Ciymer was miffed again when 
Davies barred use of an excerpt from 
the manuscnpt of Powell's new book, 
Presumed Guilty. Init Powell cracked 
that King's confrontation with a po- 
licewoman at the scene of his beating 
was a “Mandingo sexual encounter,” a 
dending allusion to slavery. Davies 
rejected this evidence saying “would 
create an untar bias.” Maybe so, but it 
clearly shows Powell's feelings toward 
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King’s ethnicity at the ume of the as- 
Sault 

There are plenty of hbelists, slan- 
derers and jail birds who would like to 
know that Davies thinks they aren't 
accountable for what they say 

It 1s difficult to prove what 
someone's mouvations are when they 
commit a crime. It borders on impos- 
sible when their actions and words are 
not acceptable as evidence. What else 
was the prosecution to use but the offic- 
ers’ Own statements, records and opin- 
rons? 

In the closely linked tial of the so- 
called “L.A. Four’ — who beat truck 
dnver Reginald Denny senseless dur- 
inv fast year’s nots is the judge 
going to disallow viewing of the video 
tape, uw) which the four ruthlessly batter 
Denny, on grounds that it 1s inflamma- 
tory? Are the four’s cnminal records 
and the statements they made after 
their arrests going to be used against 
them? Certainly they will 

What Davies — Gov. Pete Wilson’ s 
newly appointed University of Califor 
nia regent —- means when he said that 
the evidence was inflammatory is 
anyone's guess. Davies required the 
prosecutors tO prove something, and 
when they did, he ignored them. His 
conclusion, which deviated greatly 
trom federal sentencing guidelines, was 
a hon sequitur, and it was blessed with 
the aura Of justice by passing through 
Davies’ court

Programs are being cut, majors elimi- 


Just when you thought it was safe to go 
back into the educational waters, Califor- 
nia State University Chancellor Barry 
Munitz and the Board of Trustees are at it 
again 

At their meeting Wednesday in Long 
Beach, the trustees and Munitz made two 
seemingly unconnected decisions. One 
makes sense. One never did. 

CSU campus presidents’ salaries lag 
behind those of their peers at 16 compa 
rable universities across the country by 
approximately 21 percent CSU presidents 
haven't had a raise since 1991, and the 
salary gap has cost the system presidential 
candidates in recent years 

If we want to atiract the best and the 
brightest for our universities, we need to 
pay the presidents what they’re really 
worth. We must be able to compete with 
other universities across the country if we 
expect to acquire and keep highly quali 
tied people. 

While the altruistic purpose of being in 
service to the students of California ought 
to be compensation enough for them, it’s 
not. They have to look at their hottom 
lines, and these are highly skilled, well 
educated individuals. They don’t come 
cheap, and we shouldn't want them to. 

It's ironic, of course, to be talking about 
a pay hike for university presidents when 
we have been told the funding picture for 
CSU is poor enough to make commercial 
sponsorship and exclusivity contracts a 
fiscal necessity. 
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nated and enrollment decreases every 
semester system-wide. The dark financial 
picture for CSU is getting dimmer every 
day. While the money assuredly needs to 
be spent to bring presidents’ salaries closet 
to that of their peers, we have so many 
programs hurting for money that where 
these additional funds will come from is 
unfathomable 

But it seems Munitz and the trustees 
may have anucipated this. At the same 
meeung in Long Beach, they expressed 
their collectve resolve to try again in the 
spring to raise student fees until students 
pay one-third of the total cost of instruc 
tion 

Haven't we seen this movie? 

The ink on last summer's state budget is 
barely dry, and already we're hearing 
about tee hikes and pending disaster 
Again, the trustees and Munitz seem 
unable to hear what students and the 
Legislature told them in July when a 
trustee-proposed a 37 percent fee hike was 
voted down 

A fee hike of that magnitude 1s com 
pletely unacceptable, not just to students 
but to legislators as well. Further, propos 
ing this tack again so early in the year and 
also in the face of proposed salary in 
creases 1s adding insult to injury. This is 
taking care of university presidents at the 
expense of students
